(5)  Every  member  shall  pay  to  the  Fund  annual 
subscription  of  rupees  fifty  where  his  standing  at  the 
bar  as  an  advocate  does  not  exceed  fifteen  years  and 
rupees  one  hundred  where  . such  standing  exceeds 
fifteen  years.  Such  payment  shall  be  made  on  or  before 
the  30th  June  of  every  year. 

(6)  Any  member  who'  fails-  to  remit  the  annual 
subscription  for  any  year  before  the  31st  December  of 
that  year  shall  be  liable  tQ  be  removed  from  the 
membership  of  the  Fund. 

(7)  A person  removed  from  the  membership  of 
the  Fund  under  sub-section  (6),  shall  be  re-admitted  to 
the  fund  on  payment  of  the  .arrears  with  interest  at 
twelve  per  cent  per  annum  within  one  year  from  the 
date  of  removal. 

(8)  Every  member  shall,  at  the  time  of  admission 
to  the  membership  of  the  Fund  make  a nomination 
conferring  on  one  or  more  dependents  the  right  to 
receive  the  amount  which  may  be  due  to  him  from  the 
Fund  in  the  event  of  his  death  before  the  amount  has 
been  paid  to  him.
